Bi-State Operation 
Here Handled 75,559 
Tons in 1969-70 Year 


A 60% shipping increase at 
the Granite City harbor was 
noted Friday as the Bi-State 
Development Agency issued its 
annual report for the fiscal year 
ended June 30. 

\_-4n a letter addressed to Gov. 
Warren E, Hearnes and Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie, Bi-State 
Chairman Robert S. Knapp re- 
ported that major strides were 
made in the past year in plan- 
ning for a rapid transit system 
for the Bi-State metropolitan 
area. The area includes Madi- 
son, Monroe and St, Clair coun- 
ties in Illinois, the City of St. 
Louis and St. Charles, Jeffer- 
son and St. Louis counties in 
Missouri. 

Knapp said that the balanced 

nsit system will have a dra-~ 

a's. de- 

velopment, and should improve 

land values, strengthen the cen- 

tral business district and stim- 

ulate growth of suburban em- 

ployment and commercial cen- 
ters. 

“Legislation now pending in 
Congress hopefully will provide 
at least two-thirds of the cost 
from federal sources,” Knapp 
said. ‘Substantial community 
and state support will be re- 
quired, however, if the proposed 
system is to become a reality. 

State Support Needed 

“We hope that the states will 
not lose sight of the fact that 
the continuation of our existing 
public transit system is vital. 
The first step toward realization 
of rapid transit is the upgrad- 
ing of the existing public trans- 
portation system. Unless this is 
done, there will be no base of 
public ridership from which the 
rapid transit patronage can be 
built,” Knapp added. 

The report also points up the 
financial dilemma of Bi-State 
Transit: System in the fiscal 
year ended last Feb. 28, which 
resulted primarily from declin- 
ing passenger fevenues. The 
downward trend in patronage 
has continued through the first 
few months of the current year 
and between March 1 and 
March 31 was off 7.25 per cent. 
June passenger reyenues were 
down 10 per cent, the report re- 
veals. 

Despite economic conditions, 
the report makes it clear that 
the present trend of deficit op- 
erations must not continue. 
Rather the system must gen- 
erate sufficient funds to meet 
operating costs and other re- 
quired payments such as in-

The Madison. board of educa- 
tion charted its financial course 
for the year Thursday night, 
adopting 1970 tax levies totaling 
$838,159 and a 1970-71 budget 
amounting to $2,562,044. Con- 
struction of a Madison high 
school vocational addition was 
budgeted. 

The levies are up $8031 and 
the budget is an increase of 
$213,730 over the 1969-70 budget 
of $2,348,314. Expenditures dur- 
ing the past year totaled 
$2,269,573. 

The new tax levies amount to 
$518,000 for education, $129,159 
for bonds and interest, $121,000 
for the building fund, $40,000 for 
the retirement fund, $22,500 for 
transportation and $7500 for jun- 
ior college tuition.

Open Burning Ean 

Specifically, Hutchinson had 
been enjoined on April 17 from 
discharging “into the atmos: 
phere. by open burning... 
particulate matter, dust, fumes, 
gas mist, smoke, or vapor in 
sufficient qualities, and of such 
character and duration as to be 
injurious to human, plant or an- 
imal life or property, and which 
unreasonably interferred with 
the enjoyment of life or property 
and caused or created a public 
nuisance..." 

Assistant Attorney General 
John Leskera told the court Fri 
day that on at least two occa 
sions—May 19 and June 8—in- 
cinerators were fired up at night 
at the salvage yard in direct de- 
fiance of the court's earlier re- 
straining order. 

Witnesses from the East St 
Louis fire department and three 
field engineers for the new En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
testified to the continued burn- 
ing. Judge Becker then found 
Hutchinson in contempt of court 
and issued the state's first jail 
sentence for an act of pollution. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Jim D, Keehner, chief of Scott's 
downstate Pollution Control Di 
vision, said the jail sentence, 
though suspended due to finan- 
cial hardships, “represents a 
clear warning to all air and 
water polluters that the courts 
are prepared to rigidly enforce 
the anti-pollution statutes of this 
state, and we view that action 
with considerable satisfaction.”

Electric companies in Illinois 
and throughout mid-America 
combined in shipping electric 
power to the east coast to help 
prevent a massive outage there 
during the heat-induced eastern 
power shortage last week, Wen- 
dell J. Kelley, president of Illi- 
nois Power Co., said Friday.

By Firm Over Claim 

‘A suit for $13,166 has been 
filed for A. H. Seebold Truck 
Service against Leschen Wire 
Rope Co., in Madison county 
circuit court at Edwardsville, 
fas the result of an injury claim 
paid by the Seebold firm.

We 
have been doing it for years as 
a voluntary effort to provide na- 
tional power reliability. At times 
we have been on the receiving 
end of this system. 

“The interest of the chairman 
of the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission in. this voluntary effort 
is completely understandable. 
His commission has examined 
our planning and has encour- 
aged our efforts.” 

Kelley said it is difficult to 
assess “who did what’’ in alle- 
viating the eastern shortage. 

“We are so thoroughly inter- 
connected it is impossible to de- 
termine at any one~ moment 
which plant, which system is 
providing the help. 

“Electricity, like water, runs 
to the lowest point, but the drive 
of the voluntary power group- 
ings, over many years, has been 
to see that no matter what route 
energy takes, neighbor helps 
neighbor.” 

Eastern power complexes 
have been forced to reduce volt- 
age at times, to cut off circuits 
for brief periods, and to take 
other means to conserve energy 
and keep the systems in bal- 
ance. 

Eased Critical Situation 

“Without the help from the 
vives and other _ regions, 

hich is the name of the game 
fasofar as interregional coopera- 
tion is concerned, they would 
have been in more critical con- 
dition,” Mr, Kelley said. 

Power from the Mid-America 
area was fed through two prin- 
cipal interconnections, eastward 
through the American Electric 
Power system which embraces

The energy was gathered

Mrs. Innes’ husband, Navy Lt. 
Roger B. Innes, 23, a flier was 
reported missing in action in 
Vietnam on Dec. 27, 1967. His 
wife since has waited for word 
that he is a prisoner of war. 
“We are very happy to cooper- 
ate with her in this project,” 
Uram said. 

All photographs submited for 
display in the USO booth should 
have the serviceman’s name 
plainly marked on the back. 
Those to be returned also 
should be marked with the 
sender's address, Uram_ said. 
The address of Armed Forces 
members may be written on a 
separate sheet of paper. 

Photographs should be mailed 
to the Uram home, 2418 Lynch 
avenue. It is hoped visitors to

SIU-SW, Sheriff _ 
In Agreement on 
Campus Security 


University officials also want 
to prevent a false alarm like the 
one which arose last spring 
when sheriff's deputies entered 
the campus on a report of a fire 
in one of the buildings. 

The need for a clear set of 
rules and procedures in emer- 
gency cases in which outside 
authorities would be involved 
was seen by some university of- 
ficials. 

However, State’s Atty. Roland 
W. Griffith objected that the 
university “is not an island by 
itself and is not outside a regu- 
lar police network just because 
the chancellor doesn’t think 
there is a_crisi 

‘He said the sheriff's office is 
responsible for taw enforcement 
in the county and could not be 
bound by an agreement which 
would place a limitation on its 
duties. 

Griffith also said that if an 
individual should file a com- 
plaint with his office over an 
incident at the campus, the next 
move would be up to his office. 

Davis said the agreement was 
not intended to compromise the 
sheriff's authority but. an at- 
tempt to make a reasonable al- 
location of resources between 
the sheriff's office and univer- 
sity police. 

Southern Illinois, University’s 
Southwestern campus and_ the 
Madison county sheriff's office 
on Friday announced approval 
of a ‘memorandum of under- 
standing” concerning law en- 
forcement on the campus. 

John Paul Davis, assistant 
for legal affairs to Chancellor 
John §. Rendleman, said ‘the 
university recognized the lim 
itations of law enforcement 
sources in the county, and ac- 
cepts the responsibility for se- 
curity on the campus. 

If there is a need for addi- 
tional security help on the 
campus, Sheriff George Musso 
will be contacted by the Uni- 
versity and asked for the as- 
sistance of his office. 

Davis pointed out this month 
that the Joint Legislative Com- 
mission on Campus Disorder 
heard testimony from state po- 
lice officials that additional 
communications between _uni- 
versities and law enforcement 
agencies is necessary. He 
added that SIU-SW is working 
toward that goal.

Red Cross offers many serv- 
ices, but Mrs, Overbeck cited 
the one service that occupies 
most workday hours of the local 
staff — “Service to Military 
Families.” This is the’ direct 
contact with a serviceman and 
his family, the director ex- 
plained. 

Jurisdiction of the Tri-City 
Chapter, a United Fund Agen- 
cy, covers Granite City, Madi- 
son, Venice, Mitchell, Pontoon 
Beach and the surrounding ru- 
ral area. Wires and long dis- 
tance calls constantly are made 
on behalf of local service fam- 
ilies, she noted. 

In’ 1969, the chapter sent 1163 
reports by wire or long distance 
telephone calls — all involving 
servicemen and their families 
from this area. The Red Cross 
is the official organization the 
military deperids upon to veri- 
fy a situation requiring emer- 
gency leave or extension of 
leave 

Emergency Procedure 

Mrs, Overbeck expalined that 
in emergencies involving a death 
or critical illness of someone at 
home, the Red Cross worker 
must provide a physician's 
statement or verify with a mor- 
tuary or hospital and report 
their findings to the military 
before a serviceman is granted 
emeregncy leave. 

An investigation of circum- 
stances is as far, as the Red 
Cross is involved. The decision 
to permit a soldier an emergen- 
cy furlough is made by the mil- 
itary only, Mrs. Overbeck em- 
phasized. - 

Many messages deal with the 
heartaches and __ frustrations 
caused by separation of fam- 
ilies, the Red Cross executive 
noted. The military does care 
about the morale of the service- 
man and recognizes and appre- 
ciates the importance of these 
s, she added. Red 
Cross pays all reporting ex- 
penses, she added 

Community Representative 

Red Cross is the only organ- 
ization that maintains an office 
or volunteer worker in every 
community in the ~ United 
States. For that reason, Trav- 
clers Aid makes use of the Red 
Cross reporting service. Chap- 
ters receive no funds from 
Travelers Aid and pays all long 
distance phone calls from its 
own funds as a public service. 

Additionally, the Red Cross 
reports for the Job Corps in sit- 
uations involving the need of a 
Job Corpsman’s presence at 
home. This type of reporting is 
always initidted by the Job 
Corps and {related telephone 
charges are ‘paid by the Job 
Corps. 

Red Cross field directors are 
stationed at all military instal- 
Jation in this country and over- 
seas. The American National 
Red Cross in Washington, D. C.

Red Cross intercedes for 
isoners of war, and is con- 
tinuing its efforts at present to 
negotiate in behalf of hostages 
held by Palestine guerrillas. 

Assistance to veterans in fil- 
ing claims with the Veterans 
Administration can be time 
consuming, but is very reward- 
ing when the job is completed 
and the veteran receives ihs 
pension, Mrs. Overbeck said.

The Tri-City ARC Chapter 
has active Water Safety. and 
First Aid programs, with Mi- 
chael Jessee, heading the Wa- 
ter Safety division and Mrs 
Maxine Duniphan, the Red 
Cross first aid department. 

Mrs. Overbeck pointed out 
that all Girl Scout leaders, Bi- 
State bus drivers and firemen 
in Granite City, Mitchell and 
Pontoon Beach receive first aid 
instruction through the local 
Red Cross chapter. Civil De- 
fense personnel likewise are t 
quired to take first aid tra 
ing. 

All first aid instruction pro- 
yided by the Tri-City Chapter 
is given by qualified instructors 
who are volunteer ~ workers, 
Mrs. Overbeck emphasized. 
Each contributes numerous 
hours of his or her time to the 
task of teaching others at no 
pay, she noted. 

The Tri-City Chapter has a 
Red Cross Blood Program in 
area plans and at the Granite 
City Army Depot.

LOSS OF LIVELIHOOD 
To the Editor: 

There have been many words, 
printed and spoken, about the 
four_o'clock closing hour now 


in effépt in Madison. 

Most} people don’t realize the 
plight/ of the tavern owner. 
These people who wish the priv- 
jleage to remain. open till fqur 
o'clock are not greedy people, 
but need those extra hours’ to 
make a living. 

The taverns in Madison pay 
$500 in city license fees. They 
also pay over’ $100 in state and 
federal licensing fees. 

The tavern owner pays a 
much higher personal property 
tax than the average individual 
due to all paraphernalia they 
have to operate. 

The city also receives one- 
half per cent of all state sales 
taxes paid by the taverns. With 
paying the help and operating 
expenses, it takes a good deal 
of money to operate. 

If the new closing hour goes 
into effect, many of the owners 
may wish to sell their busine: 
but pending legislation won't 
even allow the tavern owner 
this privilege, which seems to 
be adding insult to injury. 

Although there are not many 
people involved, their jobs or 
businesses are just as impor- 
tant to them as to the person 
who works in a steel, mill, etc. 

Most tavern owners have a 
great deal of money and years 
tied up in their business. 

A citizens’ group was appoint- 
ed jto study the tavern closing 
hour, A majority of this group 
are near teetotalers, which is 
very unfair. That would be 
like appointing a group of

The opponents of the four 
o'clock closing hour say that 
there are too many late-hour 
disturbances. Well, even the po- 
lice department, will admit the 
vast reduction of disturbances 
with the closing of one tavern.

Shoplifting Can Be Curbed if All 
Stress Seriousness of the Crime 


(Tri-City and Illinois Bar Associations) 


Shoplifting is a crime punish- 
able by a fine, prison term, or 
both, and more and more retail 
store operators are turning of- 
fenders, regardless of their age, 
over to: local law enforcement 
authorities. 

September is.one of the criti- 
cal months of the year in the 
effort to combat shoplifting. 

Back-to-school sales at depart- 
ment, apparel and specialty 
stores Ordinarily are accompa- 
nied by an increase in shoplift- 
ing, especially by teenagers, 
who account for more than half 
of the multi-billion-dollar loss 
suffered annually by _ stores 
across the country due to shop- 
lifting. 

Unfortunately, many young 
shoplifters fail to recognize the 
seriousness of the crime, when 
their only punishment is a 
warning from the victimized 
merchant and a scolding from 
parents. 

For this reason, increasing 
numbers of offenders are being 
turned over to proper .authori- 
ties for discipline. In this way, 
the youthful offenders discover 
the seriousness of their offense. 

'As part of an in-store cam- 
paign to discourage shoplifters, 
fore operators are encouraged 


to display a warning which is 


provided by law under Chapter 
38, Art. 10, Sect. 3. It reads as 
follows: 

“Any merchant, his agent or 
employee, who has probable 
cause to believe that a person 
has wrongfully taken or has ac- 
tual possession of and is about 
to wrongfully take merchandise 
from a mercantile establish- 
ment, may detain such person 
in a reasonable manner and for 
a reasonable length of time for 
the purpose of investigating the 
ownership of such merchandise. 

“such reasonable detention 
shall not constitute an arrest 
nor an unlawful restraint nor 
shall it render the merchant, 
his agent or employee liable to 
the person detained.”

summer vacation. 

From a total school enroll- 
ment seventeen years ago of 
99, the ‘district had grown to 
nearly 5500 pupils in 1969-70 and 
was faced with the problem of 
enrolling an additional 1700 pu- 
pils for 1970-71 — an enrollment 
surge partly attributed to a 
state law mandating elementary 
schools to offer kindergarten. 

Previous experience with dou- 
ble shifts to relieve overloading 
was found less than satisfac- 
tory. The people of-Valley View 
wanted something different and 
better. 

As a result, District 96, using 
the basic concept: of operating 
school facilities on a year-round 
basis, began a student attend- 
ance schedule June 30, 1970, of- 
fering success where most 
other year-round programs — 


tried off-and-on across the na- 
tion—had failed or been aban- 
doned. 

‘Advance planning is crucial: 

Any effort to change to year- 
round school operation must be 
preceded by a thorough assess: 
ment of the community's 
pectation of its schools and the 
support it d to provide to- 
ward reaching identified goals. 

In Valley View's case, at 
least two years of study and 
preparation preceded the ac- 
tual implementation of the 45-15 
Plan. 

‘At the request of the school 
board, the administrative staff 
was directed to design an ac- 
ceptable alternative to the tra- 
ditional school year. One of the 
first steps taken was to conduct 
a feasibility study made possi-

ble through a grant awarded by 
the Office of Education in the 
Chicago Regional Office, U- 
Department of Health, Educa 
tion and Welfare. 

Of particular significance in 
the study was a community 
survey to determine which of 
several basic approaches, —in- 
cluding split and double shifts, 
the citizens desired. 

The results of the survey 
coupled with the other findings 
of the feasibility study, indicat- 
ed a support for the basic 
proach leading to the 
Continuous School Year Plan. 

As the Plan took shape, proj 
ress reports were made regu 
larly to the school board and 
the community. Where neces- 
sary, the board authorized the 
staff to proceed further.

Although charged with the re- 
sponsibility df designing the 
plan, the administrative staff 
recognized many of the details 
and problems to be resolved 
called for the involvement of 
those who would be affected. 

Discussions were held with 
parent groups, the local teach- 
er’s association, civic agencies, 
churches, and cross-sections of 
the general community not only 
for informative purposes but to 
identify additional problems 
which might arise. 

For example, Valley View 
solved the* problem of fam- 
ilies having their children 
scheduled for different 45-15 
groups by arranging for all 
children of one neighbor- 
hood to attend school and 
vacation together. 

This also reduced by 
about 25% the geographical 
area covered by school 
buses. 

Without the cooperative partl- 
cipation of. many individuals 
and organizations in solving the 
various problems that arose, 
the Valley View 45-15 Plan could 
not have been implemented: 

Another major consideration 
was whether the plan was 
workable under state law and 
the administrative procedure 
established thereunder by the 
Illinois Office of Public Instruc- 
tion. 

After evaluation, State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction 
Ray Page authorized his staff 
to assist Valley View in devis- 
ing- those administrative pro- 
cedures necessary for the 45-15 
Plan to operate under various 
state rules and regulations. 

The Illinois School Code had 
to be amended through legisla- 
tion to give local school boards 
authority to operate on a full 
school year plan. 

The needed legislation was 
passed and signed into law June 
29 and the Valley View 45-14 
Continuous School Year Plan 
was under way the next day.

This residence is a half-way home-for alcoholics in which a man afflicted with the disease of alcoholism can over- 
come his addiction through counseling and group support in a wholesome environment. Assistance in obtaining 
medical attention is provided and the individual is introduced to Alcoholics Anonymous, The home serves as the 
meeting place for regular weekly A.A, meetings. 

A.R.C.H. is also concerned with community education on the subject of alcoholism which is the third leading killer 
in our country. Seminars are conducted for interested persons in the community, but individual help and coun- 
sel is available for anyone with a drinking problem or for the family of such a person, Knowledgeable advice on 
what to do about a drinking problem and where to go‘for specialized help can be obtained by contacting the home. 


HOW DOES THE PROGRAM WORK? 

To gain admittance to the home, the applicant must have a sincere desire to stop drinking. The average applicant 
stays at the home for three months and pays toward his upkeep if he is employed and able to contribute, To date, 
80% of the residents have been able to leave the home with their alcoholism arrested, with a job, and with the 
new-found self-respect necessary for them to again become contributing members of society,
